Population of Oardena wont 
up another 1,8 percent during 
the last quarter, the County Re­ 
gional Planning Commission an- 
nounced last week In Its Oct. 1 
estimate. Latest figure shows 
11,909, compared with 11,«95 es­ 
timated as of July 1.

Estimates, reached through 
an analysis of hullding permits, 
applying vacancy and size-nf fam­ 
ily factors, gave population of 
the entire county as 3,849,890, 
for an increase of 1.3 percent. 
Almost lialf of these jx-nplr live 
In the City of Los Angeles, where 
population has risen 51,034 to 
1,931,386, or 2.7 per cent above 
Jury.

Forty men and 15 women have 
been added to the farm advisors' 
staffs in counties of the State 
this year by the Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service of the University 
of California.

The maximum rapacity of the 
buses now owned by the school 
district, operating two trip* lie- 
fore school and two trips after 
school (the maximum number 
of trips possible) Is 334 st>- 
denfe. Since It Is necessary to 
transport 514 students, more 
buses must be purchased, ac­ 
cording to Dr. H. A. Wood, 
president of the Torrance City 
Board of Education, unless mu­ 
nicipal has service Is aug­ 
mented with new buses on new i 
route*.

Right now three subdivisions 
are building ami selling some 
000 homes In transportation 
tones which will require buses 
for Home 000 students next 
year, using a rale of one school 
age child per home.

gether, these metal buildings will 
serve for warehousing facilities 
for the ,xchool district and re­ 
lease these- three bungalows for 
classroom use. That will mean 
an additional capacity of 106 stu­ 
dent*. This makes a total capa 
city of tiic Torrance Elementary 
Schools for grades kindergarten 
through six of 1,628 students. 
This Is maximum enrollment cap­ 
acity, so the working capacity,
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which Is ordinarily only 90 per­ 
cent of the total capacity, would 
be 1.733 pupils. We have today 
enrolled as of Monday, Septem 
ber n, 1947, 1,483 pupils In the 
first six, which leaves us room 
for an additional load of 250 Btu 
dents. This 260 students is dl 
vlded as follows

"Walterla School   has room 
for an Increase of 70 pupils.

"Perry School will have an In 
creased capacity of 30 pupils.

"Fern Avenue School Is al 
ready beyond Its working cap­ 
acity.

"Torrance Elementary   has 
room fbr about 80 additional pu 
plls

"The additional housing In th 
Hollywood Riviera and in the 
Seaside Ranches area which 1 
coming In the next year, will i 
Itself exceed this additional cap 
aclty. This takes no account o 
the contemplated multiple renta 
housing which was recently .spon 
sored by the Chamber of Com 
merce, or the Kettler Knoll 
Tract. The number of chlldre 
who are coming In from the Toi 
ranee Flight Strip1 Is Increasin 
daily and individual houses be 
ing built over the district ai 
contributing to the Increased en 
rollment. As a matter of fa- 
the average Increase In popula 
tton in Torrance each year froi 
1940 to 1947 was 576 people.

"We have more houses tha 
this being built In the comin 
year In Torrance, and a hous 
means several people. So fa 
the new houses that have bee 
built in Torrance have Include 
almost a child per house.

"Obviously It will be a trc 
mcndous savings.to the Schoo 
District to procure sites before
